Corporation, in his review of 
the year at the Annual General Meeting this morning. 


Mr Blaker added: “It would seem doubtful whether the 
present policies will meet this changed situation and the 
demand for a more positive approach ‘to break the 
deadlock seems likely to gain in intensity.”

During the past year there 
wos very little improvement In 
international relations through- 
out the world. The outstanding 
problems in the Middle East 
seemed no nearer solution and in 
spite of discussions oa disarma- 
ment and proposals. for high 
level talks, the main Issues be- 
tween the two sides still re- 
mained unresolved. In the 
sclentific ficld, on the other hand, 
there . were’ two remarkable 
developments which seem likely 
to have a major influence on 
the future progress of the human 
race—the launching of the Rus- 
slan carth satellites ond the first 
steps In the control of themo- 
nuclear reactions. Although. the 
latter mny prove, in the long 
run, to be the more important, 
the immediate impact of the 
former was very much greater, 
showing as-it did the lead that 
Russin hos mow galned in inter- 
continental misstics, There js no 
disguising the fact that the West, 
and the United States In par- 
ticular, have suffered o severe 
political reverse due to the 
strategic consequences of the 
Russizu advances in technology.

The economic picture has been 
somewhat mixod and Tt is mot 
clear whether in 1058 the danger

ably slow up thelr progress. 
The heavy cost of modern In- 
dustrial development has In- 
tensified the world» capital 
shortage and this, coupled with 
on overall fail in the dollar re- 
serves, hus resulted in a grow- 
ing.use’belng made of drawing 
facilities member countrics cn- 
joy with the International 
Monetary Fund. During the 
year many currencicy suffered a 
period of considerable strain and 
in Europe the problem was og- 
gravated by the strength of the 
Deutsche Mark, the weaknegs. of 
the French Franc and the 
rise in.wages and prices in 
the United Kingdom, Sterling 
once again had to bear the 
brunt of the speculative pressure 
and in September the b 


rata was raised fo 7%, tho 
h§ghest since 1921, with restric. 
tions on both banic advances 
and expenditure by local au- 
‘horitics, These measures 
halted the drain on the sterling 
aren reserves nnd og a result 
tho short-term position hns 
greatly improved, but judy- 
ment must be deferred as to 
whether or not the overriding 
problem of keeping Britlsh 
costs in Une with those of her 
competitors hns been solved.

These recurring currency 
erises hava evoked serious con- 
sideration as to whether it is 
advantagcous “0 the United 
Kingdom to maintain sterling 
as on international currency. 
Those who argue ogainst have 
drawn support from the fact 
that the drain last year took 
pince at a Ume when the coun- 
try was paying its way, and 
various tes have: been. 
made to show that “the forelgn 
exchange earnings of the City 
are much less than ‘hag been 
generally supposed, While this 
ls not the place to enter Into 
this ‘interesting discussion, I 
should Ike tosay this, that from 
the point of view of a bank such 
as ours, malnly concerned with 
the financing of international 
trade, any suggestion that 
sterling should abrogate the 
role it hrs held for so long, can 
only be viewed with apprehen- 
slon. Notwithstanding periods of 
distrust from time to time in 
recent years, no currency has 
yet been found oble to take the 
lace of sterling and it is 
diMcult to see how _ the 
multitudo of transactions which 
mnoke up the settlement ‘of 
trade {fn our particular areca 
alone could be cleared without 
the facilities sterling and the 
Clty of London provide. This 
applies also to other parts of the 
world and oa return to 
‘iblateralism, whh all the 
frustrations this would involve, 
would scem to be the ‘nveitable 
result of ony serious Hmitatlon 
in the use of these facilitics. 

The common market, com- 
posed of France, Western 
Germany, Italy ond the Benelux 
countries, officinily came into 
belng on 1st Janurry 1958 but

On the last day of the year, 
to the traditlonal sound of 
Chinere firectackers, Sit Alexan- 
der aud) Lady Grontham’ left 
Hongkong after a yovernotsh!p of 
over ten years. 1947 the 
Colony had repaired the worst 
of the damage and neglect left 
over from the occupution and 
had resumed Its pre-war role as 
on entrepot for South China bul 
the development of the local 
industries, which were to pro- 
vide employment for the #row- 
ing number of refugees, still lay 
ahead, ‘These were Not eusy 
years but, amidst the numerous 
trinls and tribulations which 
aft vd this part of the world, 
Sir aiexander stood firm’ and by 
his leadership — guided the 
cierpedce people in Hongkong 
aici the path to the thriving 
incilvpolls we now see today. 
Grostly ass.sted by his ludy, he 
suiled members of the com~ 
munity with a feellng of social 
responsibility, which was not 
niways to be found in curiter 
days, and the numerous charit- 
able organisations in the Colony 
today owe much to their interest 
and encouragement, 


The pressure of population 
continues to be the inost scrious 
problem facing the Colony and 
the concentration of such lutge 
numbers of people, In the arban 
areas of Kowloon, places 4 
heavy burden on all the public 
services and Ip particular on the 
police force. The recent’ Wr- 
marks of the Governor and the 
Financial Secretary on the 
water situation give some {tea 
of the difficultics that have to be 
overcome in the provision of 
Uus basic requirement, It seems 
clear that even if the Shek Pik 
scheme on _Lantao Island 
should prove — workuble, this 
will not be sufficient to 
mest the growing demand of 
industrial = development and 
improved standards of housing. 
‘The’ government announced at 
the end of the yeur. that they 
had gppointed a ‘firm of con- 
sulling engineers to survey 

“¢ertain areag in the New Terrl- 
tories with a view to exploring 
the possibility of building self- 
contained new towns, This 
proposed development will 
naturally take time. but .the 
necesdty of housing and finding 
work Jor. tho large number of 
Chinese refugees ts still a major 
problem. The Gentral Assembly 
vf the United Nations recently 
considered this question and 
appealed to member countries 
to give all possible assistance 
to alleviate distress. It would, 
1 think, be optimistic to expect 
ony large response to this ap- 
peal but it is naturally a matter 
for regret that Hongkong scems 
likely in the future, as tn the 
past, to be required to tackle 
Wiis problem from her own 
resources, I hope, however, 
that the needs of the refugecs 
Will not be forgotten and that 
there will be some relic? from 
abroad, i 


AN the indications. are that’ 


the population will continue to 
grow. which will necessitate 
. considerable future industrial 
development and 1 sometimes 
wondered whether this will be 
forthcoming.

Tho supply of flats for 
the more well-to-do members of 
the community has probably 
now reached saturation point 
but there fs an ever-growing 
demand for smaller flats for the 
lower income groups. The re- 
eently ‘completed North Point 
Estate, one of the largest state- 
uided housing projects in Asia, 
containing nearly 2,000 flats, 
will help to supply part of this 
need. A great deal-more, how-: 
over, will require to be 

and it is good to know that 
plans for further housing estates 
are already under way.- 


It was announced in Novem- 
ber that the Royal Naval Dock- 
yard would be closed down pro- 
pressively over a period of two 
years, ‘This decision has been 
iaken as part of the Britlsh 
Government's recent - defence 
policy which includes the re- 
organisation of naval forces and 
thelr shore support throughout 
the world. Other dockyurds arc 
being closed in the United 
Kingdom and we must ageept 
this decision, 1, ds nevertheless 
na matter for regret, as not only 
has thls raised the problem of 
re-employment of the workers 
but it must inevitably’ weaken 
toa certain extent “the elose 
connection which has existed 
for so long between Hongkong 
nnd the Senior Service. 


On the recommendation of Sir 
Alexander Grantham, a commit=- 
tee has been formed, composed 
of . ten members represcoting 
trade and industry, to consider 
the udvisability of sclting up a 
Federalian of Hongkong indus- 
rics. This organisation, it Is 
hoped, will assist with industry's 
problems of management, train- 
ing and overseas trade relations. 
Technical trainiag is a most

Hongkong’s Trade . 


Hongkonz's trade in 1957 was 
higher in totol than that of the 
previous year but this was due 
to a rise in Imports as exports 
showed a slight decrease. Total 
trade was oround HK$9,000 
millions = with Imports at 
31K5,000 millons and exports at 
HiK$3,400 millions. China’ re- 
mained the principal source of 
the Colony’s imports followed by 
‘Japan and the United Kingdom. 
Exports to Indonesia, Thailand, 
Japan and South Korea were 
much reduced and Increases to 
other areas, — including the 
United Kingdom and __ the 
United States, were not sufficient 
to offset this ‘loss. 

Exports of Hongkong products 
at nearly HK$794 millions re- 
presented a small inerease over 
the figure for 1956, The United 
Kingdom continucd to be the 
largest customer but purchases 
of local products by the United 
States Increased by almost 109 
per cent, on large part of which 
was due to the efforts of the 
garment industry. Although the 
registration of new factories 
showed a’ fall, local industry Is 
becoming more diverse and new 
lines continue to be actively 
developed, 

Business on the Stock Ex- 
change showed a similar trend 
to last year and decreased by 
about 30 per ecat over the year 
Considering the sharp fall in 
security values that have taken 
place throughout the world, the 
market on the whole stood up 
very well. Land, values re- 
maincd fairly steady alihough 
prices In certain parts of Kow- 
Joon continued to rise. There 
ure no longer so many first class 
sites avallnble in the central 
district and this hos caused 
buyers {o turn to smaller pro- 
pertics, many of which are old 
ond are. long overdue fer re- 
bullding. 

The. bank clearing flgures for 
the year increased, by about 11 
‘per cent and reached a total of 
nearly - 1IK$17,000 millions, to 
come close to the record figure 
‘of 1951. Increasing velocity of 
eitcutation has been much in 
the news recently in the United 
Kingdom, It Js interesting to 
note that In the last two years,

“This is a very important and 
considerable extension of our 
financial independence” as the 
Governor pointed out but I thinic 
that when one considera the 
conservative way In which our 
finances have “been mannged 
over the Inst few years there 
should be no cause for anxicty. 


‘China 


On looking back over the 
events In China during the 
pust year it is clear that a 
number of stresses have deve- 
loped, , both political and 
economic. Evidence of this is 
not difficult to obtain and a 
study confined to official pro- 
nourncements could coly Icad to 
the same conclusion, Indecd it 
would be surprising if all had 
gone smoothly, when one Ccon- 
siders the profound changes 
that have taken place in the 
whole Chinese way of Iife in 
such a short time, with the 
collectivisation of . the . farms 
and the great strides that have 
been made in industrial deve- 
lopment. A policy of such rapid 
growth must rely on a con- 
siderable degree of austerity in 
the present for the sake of the 
future, and !s bound to raise 
doubts amongst certain sections 
of the population; the. extent of 
these doubts beeame evident 
when the much publicised speech 
of Chairman Mao = Tse-tung, 
indicating that a greater de- 
wee of freedom of expression 
was to be allowed, touched 
off a wave of critical comment. 
This period did not Inst very 
Jony und soon press reports 
from Poking were once again 
full of confessions by counter- 
revolutionaries while [t beeame 
clear that a campaign — against 
“rightlsts” was actively under, 
way. The extent of .the critic- 
ism was no doubt embarrass-. 
irg to the government bul 
there is no evidence to sug- 
yest that it was more than just 
that or that it has In any way 
changed the declared policy of 
pushing ahead at as rapid a 
face as possible with the in- 
dustrinlsation of the country. 
This remains the alm which 
will, | am convinced, be  car- 
ried out recolutely and will be 
[imlted much more by the re- 
sults of the harvest than by 
the . opinions of — disaficcted 
yroups. ft may be that agricul- 
ture will not be able to play 
the part allotted to it as nature 
will continue, as In the past, 
to be o dominant snfluence. If 
thls should prove to be the 
cose the pirt of the cational 
eake that is devoted to capital 
development may require to be 
emallor but there seems no 
doubt thatsit will still con- 
tInue to be a sizable slice. 


The higher targets which were 
decided upon after the bumper 
harvest of 1055 proved too great 
no straim on the country's 
economy when last year's crops 
did not come up to expectation, 
The reduction in the allocation 
for economic construction in 
the budget was one of the signs 
that the authorities appreciated 
that the pace wag too ‘swift, 
while a number of official pro- 

ounctements show that it js now 
reallscd that many of the 
targets were too ambitious. The 
shortage of food has been the 
subject of much comment. jn 
the Chinese press and im Decem- 
ber pork joined grain, vegetable 
oils and .coltton.. cloth as. a 
ratloned commodity. Speculators, 
laxity’ of officials and errors of 
judgment are all blamed for the 
present stato of affairs but the 
problem of 2 balanced distribu- 
tlon of food in a country the 
size of China, particularly sub- 
ject to- tho vagaries of ihe 
weather, would seem to be 
Insoluble. ; Mistgkes.in the run- 
ning of collective farms ore now 
being freely admitted. and 
agricultural. development seems 
likely to- be concentrated .0n 
improvin, on. the - existing 
model. without: as .yet tho in- 
troduction of mechanical. aids. 
In an’ endeavour to ralst the 
standards of rural conditions 
the “movement of? government 
employtes from the towns to the 
countryside -is being vigorously 
directed. ar : 
:It is against. this background 
that. the decision of tha United 

dom and othty govern- 
men 


to bring tho. Ust of goods 
which ‘may. be .-éxported. to 
China Into line’ with tho Rusalats 
Ust “must be viewed... Ip at-, 
socdation with British merchants 


-interesttd in the Chiha trade, we. 
have been urging this relaxation’ 


for some time ond we are happy 
fo see that actlon has now been 
taken. It would, however, be 
unwise fo expect any great Im- 
mediate benefit but the visits of 
both the Perliamentary Secretary 
to the Board of Trade to China 
ani the Chinese Economie and 
Technical Mlawlon to the United 
Kingdom have, I hope, laid the 
foundations on which a growin, 

exchange of goods may be based. 
The present volume of British 
trade with China is not very 
lotge ‘and there would seem to 
be no reason why this should not 
be materially Increased, even if 
a slowlng down of development 
In China should be found neces- 
eary. 


The period of the first five- 
year plan hing now ended and it 
is claimed that Industrial output 
greatly exceeds the original 
estimate. This is, I think, most 
Ikely os considernble strides 
have been made In the produc- 
tion of steel, coal, electric power 
and cement, to take a few cxam- 
ples, while the bridge at Wuhan, 
the first to span the Yangtse, is 
not only a considerable enginecr- 
ing achievement but will. greatly 
assist communications between 
north and south. There are, how- 
ever, signs that the pace has 
been uneven—too fast In some 
directions und too slow in others 
—which has resulted In overall 
production being slowed down. 
Action almed at the ellmination 
of these bottlenecks would scem 
to deserve high priority in the 
next five-year plan, 


Japan 


In our review last year I was 
able to report that Jupan had a 
satisfactory year of economic 
expansion despite considerable 
political diMfculties,. This year 
the reverse seems to be truce, ns, 
although the inherent wenak- 
nesses in Japan's political 
structure remain unaltered and 
fuctlonal differences are still as 
strong as ever, it is economtc 
problems rather than polltical 
that have -given most cause for 
concern, The /ndustrial expan- 
sion, which had been such a 
noteworthy feature of 1956, con- 
tinued during the first half of 
1957 with no slackening in In- 
vestment demand, but although 
exports increased they were un- 
able to dccop pace with the 
growing volume of imports and 
thls caused a steady deterlora- 
lion in’ the balance of pay~ 
ments, The rafsing of the re- 
discount rate by the Bank of 
Japan, on increase fn import 
margins and a reduction df pub- 
lle and private investment pro- 
grammes were some of the mea- 
sures taken to reverse this trend 
ond in October the drain on the 
foreign exchange reserves was 
halted after having reached the 
somewhat alarming total of 
U.S.$000 millions for the first 
nine months -of the year. 
Fortunately, with such heavy 
pressure on the balance of pay- 
ments for the ‘mport af indus- 
trial maoterinis, the rice crop 
turned out to be the second 


highest in Japan's history, Tak- 
ing the year_as a whole the net 
deficit was US$533 millions as 
compared with a surplus of 
US$293 millions in 1956, with 
exports higher by 14% and im- 
ports by 32%. 


It would scem that the tide 
has been turned and that the 
deflationary - policy has suc- 
cteded in slowing down the too 
rapid expansion which threat- 
oned to exhaust the reserves if 
vllowed to continue. Falls in 
the Index of production, in- 
ereasing stocks of goods in the 
hands of importers and lower 
wholesale prices arc evidence 
of this; on the other hand ad- 
vances by the Bank of Jopan 
to the banking system at the 
end of December were four 
times what they were a year 
previously and jt: is doubtful 
whether consumer demand hag 
been seriously reduced, When 
one looks bacie on conditions in 
Japan over the Jast few years, 
with the rapid swings of the 
pendulum from one extreme to 
tho other, it is tempting to 
speculate whether a way can 
be found to prevent such quick 
changes in the economic climate, 
This posts a dificult ‘problem, 
faced as Japon ds with a steadily 
rising populatlon which. neces; 
sitates a growing Increase in her 
exports to keep her industry 
running ond avoid the dangers 
of severc unemployment. No 
wonder there js pressure to in- 
crease Industrial _ production 
partkularly as there has 
been a Change in. the 
pattern of the export trade with 
less demand for consumer goods. 
This has-resulted In activity -In 
markets where there is already 
strong. competition from’ other 
suppliers, many with old 
established connections, which 
makes the cconomy. particularly 
vulnerable to any recession 
abrond. The shipbullding In- 
dustry Is‘a case in point. Last 
year Japan reached the highest 
peacetime output.of any nation 
but with the fall in world de- 
mand for shipping, particularly 
tankers, it scems unlikely that 
this level can continue. Other 
Industries will .undoubtedly 
suffer also but. raw - materials 
are continuing to como forward 
and ft Is not so easy to tum off 
the tap.

Philippines 


The sudden death of Prest- 
dent Magsaysay in the carly 
part of the year was a severe 
blow to the’ people of the 
Philippines where he was greatly 
loved and respected, This tragedy, 
coming as it did in election 
year, made the contest 
open but the Nacionalista Party 
were once ngnin successful = in 
the presidency although they 
lost the vice-presidency to 
Llberal Party.

it will the stabillsation of the 
present . political structure and 
the bullding up of a viable and 
independent economy, 


Imports during the year have 
continued at a high level and 
the market is heavily overstock- 
ed. There ls no doubt that 
import licences were granted on 
too Javish a scale but the tight 
money conditions caused by the 
delay in utilising counterpart 
funds has greatly hampered 
sales, These counterpart funds 
are obtained by the govern- 
ment from the importers of goods 
under the American Ald pro- 
gramme and can only be 
ulillsed on approved projects. 
Unfortunately delay in formula 
ting such projects has Tesulled 
in a large amount of money still 
being immobilised with — the 
Banque Nationale du Vicl-Nam 
at a time when Its use would 
not only improve the country’s 
future productive capacity but 
by putting purchasing power 
back into circulation would have 
the Immediate effect of specd- 
ing up the disposal of stocks. 


More decisive action can be 
found fn the rural areas where 
the improvements in farming 
equipment and techniques have 
produced higher .- yields, while 
work |s procecding on clearing 
highland orcas and: bringing 
more land under cultivation. 
Rice exports were resumed and 
totalled about 200,000 tcus’* for 
the year but it is hoped to im- 
prove on this figure during 1958. 
Negotiations on reparations con- 
gop 
between ‘the two sides is beng 
narrowed. It seems Ikely that 
the building of a hydro-clectric 
system on the Danhim river 
will be included in the final 
settlement. 


Cambodia 


The National Assembly has 
been dissolved and pending the 
result of the new elccilons a 
provisional cabinet has been 
formed. On the whole the 
political situation remains little 
changed and Cambodia ccn- 
tinues to adopt a forelgn policy 
of strict neutrality, . ‘Trade 
Inercased over last ycar with 
imports and exports. more in 
balance duc to a substantial rise 
jn exports of rice. Various light 
industrial projects are under 
consideration ond efforts are 
being made to develop a decp- 
sea fishing Industry In the Gulf 
of Slam. Clearing of the jungle 
to make .a- road ‘from 
the capital to. the - port 
of Kompong Som . proved 
more difficult than had been 
expected. but it is: hoped ‘that 
thls road will “be «completed 
sometime during 1059, The 
opening of thls deep water port 
will Iessem Cambodian depen- 
dence on communications by the 
river through Viet Nam.

the year. the volume exported 
during 1057 at one and n halt 
million tons was the highest 
since the war. This Js unlikely 
to be repeated this year, os the 
new crop Is below average, and 
the exportable surplus {snot 
expected to exceed one million 
tons. Teale exports were con- 
siderably reduced due 10 cam- 
petition from Burma, The budget, 
which aas delayed pending the 
formalion of the new govern- 
ment, In expected to be presented 
shortly.

Federation Of Malaya 


Malayan Independence was 
proclaimed on August 31 at a 
colourful ceremony in the new 
Merdeka Stadium in Kuala 
Lumpur in the presence of repre- 
sentatives from many nations, 
The Duke of Gloucester, repre- 
senting the Queen, handed over 
a specinily bound volume con+ 
taining the constitutional in- 
atrument providing for the 
withdrawal of British — protcc- 
tion over the Malay States and 
of the Crown's sovereinty over 
the settloments of Malacca and 
Penang. ‘The. Federation of 
Malaya thus became tho tenth 
nation in the Commonwealth 
and subpequently was clected 
the elghty-second member of 
the United Nations, The final 
arrangements for the transfer 
were completed swiftly In’ a 
spirit of goodwill on both sides; 
while the constitutlon followed 
10 0 great extent the recommen- 
dations of the Reld Report and 
seems to be a workable com- 
promise which provides on op- 
portunity for the development 
of democratic government, The 
ruler-of Negri Sembilan Stato 
was elected by his fellow rulers 
a9 tho first Constitutional 
Sovercijm of the Federation and 
at the state opening of the Legis- 
lative Assembly outUned the 
policy of the government, Their 
first duty weu'd be to safeguard 
the independence of the Federa- 
tion and to protoct the constitu- 
tlon, the initial threat to whieh 
came from the Communist terror. 
ists. The government would not 
dissipate the resources " of the 
country inlarge armed forces or 
an elaborate foreign service but 
would concentrate on home 
affeirs and alm “to maintain 
confidence in the financial stand- 
ing of the Federation as a ficld 
for Investors at home and over- 
seas,” Tho Anglo-Malayan De- 
fenco an? Mutual Assibtance 
Treaty, which was signed in 
October, permitted the United 
Kingdom forces to be stationed 
in the Federation to assist in 
external defence and to provide 
“for the fulftment of Commone 
veal and International obliga- 

ons, 


The Prime Minister made no 
alterations “in his Cabinet and 
the Alliance Government which, 
under ‘his leadership, had’ done 
so much to enable -the change 
over to be completed smoothly, 
continued to guide the destinics 
of the country. This was in 
accordance with the wishes of 
the majority of the population, 
as, although ripples of discon- 
tent can be deduced from the 
result of some recent elections, 
the country as o whole is still 
strongly behind the present ad- 
ministration.” The only din-

The future economic outlook 
{s somewhat uncertaln as Is 
alwaya the case with this coun- 
fry when the price of her ¢x- 
port commoditles is low. Whilo 
external events dictate the 
leve] of these prices, the other 
unsatisfactory feature of the 
economy, namely, the disturbed 
labour relations, is n problem 
which must be tackled in- 
ternally. I hope that actlon 
-will not ba too long delayed. 


Conclusion 


Onco ogain I come to the 
end of my survey of the 
eastern scene and I em afraid 
this year !t has not boen possi- 
ble to paint quite such a rosy 
pictur, It may be that the 
post-war boom is ending and 
that a period of recession Is 
setting in, On the other hand 
this may be merely ao pause 
before the advent of o further 
upward surge of world econo- 
mic expansion, 


Time alone will tell but mean- 
while [ think It would be wlse 
not to count on any rapid im- 
provement in the comdltions of 
the countries which I have been 
discussing, Commodity pricey 
dro still yery wealc and the re- 
sulting adverse reaction hos 
been accentuated by the large 
development plans most of them 
have undertaken. Their prob- 
lems are on the whole similar;
